IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD: 
 

 Reject the only bid received on January 10, 2006, for Project ID 
No. RMD5546113, Parkway Tree Trimming and Removal, Road Divisions 555 A 
and C and 558 A, B, and D, Fast Growth, FY 2005-06, in the vicinities of Lake 
Los Angeles, East Lancaster, Sun Village, Little Rock, Pearblossom, and 
Valyermo (5). 

 
PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION 
 
On January 10, 2006, one bid was received for the work of this contract.  The bid was 
54 percent above the engineer's estimate.  Since this bid is substantially higher than the 
estimate, we believe rejecting this bid is in the best interest of the County.   
 
A certified record of receipt of the bid and the original bid proposal as submitted by the 
bidder are enclosed. 
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Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals 
 
This action is consistent with the County Strategic Plan Goals of Service Excellence and 
Fiscal Responsibility since it will allow Public Works to rebid this project in the future 
resulting in more competitive bids.

The cost to readvertise this project will be minimal and is expected to be offset by 
savings in construction costs.  A request to readvertise the project will be made to your 
Board later this year.

The "Instructions to Bidders" included in the bid documents provides for the rejection of 
all bids by your Board if such action is in the best interest of the County.

The delay in constructing this project will have little or no long-term impact on current 
services.
